RAILROAD MEETING AT ABINGTON. 

A large and respectable number of the in- 
habitants of this town, after previous notice had 
been posted upin all parts of it, met in conven- 
tion at the Town House,on Monday, the 26th 
inst., at two o'clock, afternoon, to take into 
consideration the subject of a Railroad from 
Plymouth to Boston. 

The Conventicn was called to order by Bens. 
Hosart, Fsq. 

On motion of Harvey Torry, Esq., a commit- 
1e€ Of sevcu was appulinted to nominate officers 
for the Convention, and also to nominate a 
committee to prepare resolutions for the con- 
sideration of the same. The following gentle- 
men were chosen to constitute said committee, 
viz: 

Harvey Torry, Jared Whitman, Asaph Dun- 
bar, Jenkins Lane, Esqrs., Capt. Isaac Hersey, 
Dr. Alonzo Chapin, and Hi. H. Brigham. 

The above committee reported the following 
gentlemen as officers of the Convention, viz:

The President on taking the chair, made 
some remarks explanatory of the objects of the 
meeting, and read the ‘* Act” incorporating the 
“Old Colony Railread Corporation ;” after 
which the committee on resolutions reported 
the following, forthe consideration and adop- 
tion of the Convention. 

RESOLUTIONS. 

Resolved, That whereas the act establishing 
the “Old Colony Rail Road Corporation ” 
granting them liberty to construct a Rail Road 
from Boston to Plymouth, provides that a se- 
lection of one of two routes called the Eastern 
and Western, named in the Act, may be made 
by the original petitioners for said incorpora- 
tion, one of which routes, the Eastern, passes 
“through nearly the middle of Abington,’— 
now we highly approve of the idea of connect- 
ing Boston and Plymouth by a Rail Road, and 
will strenuously advocate it, and take all taw-

ful means and measures to have the same _ lo- 
cated through this town. 
Resolved, That we believe that this town 


would give more efficient aid and support toa 
Rail Road thus established, than any other 
town would, were the Road established on ei- 
ther route. Abington has now a population, it 
is computed, of nearly 4000, and has no aid 
from anv other Rail Road, as the towns on the 


South and West of us have, todivert any por-| 


tion of its travel and transportation. Abington 
/of boots and shoes, to the amount, it is estima- 
ted, of over 
are other manufactures, as of tacks, brads, shoe 
nails, leather, boxes, &c., making in alla total 
amount of nearly one anda half millions of 
dollars in value yearly, and the trasportation to 
and from Boston and Weymouth Landing, is 
estimated to amount yearly to $19,336. $16,- 
000 of which is from and to Boston, and $3,335, 
to and from Weymouth Landing, and $7,500 
for travel in stages and otherwise, estimated at 
stage fare, making in the whole paid for trans- 
portation and travel, yearly, from this town, 
$26,835. There is no one very large estab- 
lishment in this town that furnishes a great 
proportion of the freight and business, but it is 
divided among a great many enterprising man- 
ufacturers, and therefore, likely to be more per- 
| manent, and the travel would be very exten- 
sive, as the shoe business requires a great deal 
‘of personal attention at Boston, and the town 


is engaged very extensively in the manufacture 
g y 


$1,260,000 yearly ; besides there 


extra cost. Where is this addition to come 
\from? It must be gained in the Bridgewaters 
‘and Randolph, at the loss of Pembroke, Hane 
son, Hanover, Abington, Weymouth, West 
|Scituate, and South Hingham, whilst there 
'would be no towns on the west to give more 
aid hereafter, but being so near the Taunton 
Branch, and Boston and Providence Rail Roads 
there would be an endless competition betwixt 
them for the patronage of the litle strip of ter- 
ritory intervening betwixt them. Besides the 
western route being on the margin of those 
Rail Roads, and doing a good deal of their bu- 
siness there now, there has been a Jate act es- 
tablishing a Branch Rail Road from the Boston 
and Providence Rail Road at Canton, to 
Stoughton, which will accommodate North 
Bridgewater, and a large portion of Randolph, 
being less than five miles from North Bridge- 
water centre, and about three miles from West 
Randolph Meeting House, and much nearer to 
a great proportion of the inhabitants of those 
towns whick are in the vicinity of Stoughton; 
and what would be singular, the western route, 
if adopted, would come within about three miles 
of this Stoughton Branch, the establishment 
of which has been aided and patronized by 
leading individuals from all the Bridgewaters, 
as the published Rail Road Meeting at Stough- 
ton shows; but on the other hand the Eastern 
rovte would have aclear coast through towns 
not interfered with by other Rail Roads, and 
with towns bordering on both sides of the route 
to turn in their travel and freight, and coming 
so near the town of Bridgewater, and even into 
the town of East Bridgewater, that these towns 
would be well accommoduted by this route, by 
a branch railroad about four miles long; and 
without this branch Bridgewater would save 
about six miles by land carriage to a depot ia 
East Bridgewater, and fifteen miles by rail- 
road to Boston, instead of going by Taunton 
Branch Kail Road, where now much of their 
travel and transportation goes, at as low a 
charge for freight and travei, ss from Taunton 
depot. the Taunton Rail Road Corporation de- 
ducting the land carriage of ten miles from 
Bridgewater to Taunton. The centre of East 
Bridgewater would be about as near to this 
route as to the western, as one route ison the 
exireme east of the town, and the other on the 
extreme west. Now it certainly seems, that 
such a short branch from Bridgewater would 
be much more preferable to one of ten or fifteen 
miles to Stoughton or Quincy, which has been 
frequently named by leading individuals of 
those towns, but only perhaps with a view to 
influence the location of the Old Colony Rail 
Road that way, It would seem therefore, om 
the whole, that the Eastern route has a deci 
ded preference, not only as to distance, but as 
to travel and freight ; and being a short Rail 
Road, about 36 miles, and through an old and 
thickly seitled district of country, where there 
is now much business, and enterprise, acd that 
constantly increasing, and a rail road itself will 
given new stimulus, [and then there is the 
whole county of Barnstable, comprising all 
Cape Cod, and towns southerly, as Wareham, 
Carver, and Middleborough, and on the east, 
Duxbury and Marshfield to come in aid of the 
road,] there can scarcely be a doubt that its 
stock will be a good investment, and some hare 
estimated, that it will command ten per cent 
advance cs soon as secured, and instalments 
paid. 

Resolced, That a committee of three be ap- 
pointed to make out statistics of the amount of 
travel and freight from this town, and present 
the same to the board named in the aforesaid 
act to select the route, and to correspond with 
the same and to advise with them on all such 
things that may favor a location through this 
town, and toaid in getting stock taken up ia 
this town to build said road. 

Resolved, That we recommend to those who 
have funds to invest in this town, to subseribe 
liberally for stock in said Road, and we would 
|say to the many here who are doing a good 
business, let them take stock freely, whieh will 
'give a double return hereafter, by aiding their 
business, and in good dividends, and if at any 
time such stock is wanted to be turned into 
| money, there will bea ready sale. Let the in- 
| dustrious mechanics and laborers take their one, 
| two, or three shares, who can do it without in- 
convenience, and let them become interested in 
'a great public improvement in the town, which 
| will certainly benefit them equal to any class of

In a 
circular issued by the Nativists,on the eve of 
the late election in New York, the people were

Are not these men ‘* whose 
hearts are polluted by foreign blood,’ good citi- 
zens-—quite as good as those of equal intelli- 
gence among our native born? Arethey not 
true to the country of their adoption, and have 
they notin time past shown themselves to be 
so, when the emergency called? There are no 
people in the states more ardently attached to 
our free institutions than the naturalized popu- 
tation. Itis natural that they should be so.— 
They have felt the burthen of monarchial and 
aristocratic governments. ‘The iron of oppres- 
sion has been driven into their souls, and they 
know how to appreciate the blessings of free- 
dom. Our policy, then, should not be to make 
them enemies, but friends—not to degrade 
them, but elevate and enlighten—not to put 
them under the brand of civil proscription, but 


the 


‘to treat them as citizens, men and brethren— 


who have an equal interest with ourselves in 
preserving unimpaired the public liberties, and 
securing to each and all the fullest enjoyment 
of the blessings of good government. Any oth- 
er policy than this must be suicidal, and we 
cannot but look upon the aristocratic exclusive- 
ness of the ‘ Native Americans’ asalike unjust 
dangerous.

The second year from this 
‘operation, the whole parent tree may be dug 
up, the new growth sawed apart, and trans- 
planted. It will thus be seen, that if the tree 
is five feet in height, ten or twelve young 
trees, of whatever quality is chosen, may be ob- 
tained in this way, whereas, by the ordinary 
method of grafting, there could be but one, 
provided the graft lived. The young scion 
will bear fruit, thus transplanted, in the same 
time it would had it been grafted into a tree 
fifeen years old.

Piaxtinc Poratoes. In,the potatoe there 
are two parts, one of which will produce tubers 
fit for the table eight or ten days earlier than 
the other part. The smal! end of the potatoe 
is that which produces the earliest kind, and is 
full of eves. The middle, or body of the pota- 
toe produces later, and always large ones. The 
butt, or naval end is worthless, except for feed- 
ing stock, and if planted, produces very indif- 
ferent smal! ones, and often none at all. Cut 
your potatoes sometime before you plant them, 
and always select for seed the largest and fuair- 
est you can find. You may very much im- 
prove your table potatoes in this way. 
| AsHes For Peacn Trees. There are many 
|modes of preventing the entrance of the peach 
worm into the roots of the tree, but none is 
more easy or more effectual than a pile of ash- 
es about the trunk, atthis season of the year. 
A half peck of good ashes is a terror to these 
| worms; the eggs cannot be hatched in those 
that are good, and the ashes will not injure the 
land. They save the labor, in many cases, of 
, digging about tke tree. 

Cavtion. A farmer put a quantity of sal- 
ted menhaden around a number of apple and 
other trees for manure. In the spring he ob- 
served that his apple trees had suffered in con- 
sequence, and on investigation found that 
many of the roots had been killed. The other 
trees did not show any signs, either of injury 
or benefit, from the application. There is no 
doubt that this manure is good, but it should 
be well rotted and mixed before it is applied.

denied what we believe to be a reasonable contract; 
and finding that erroneous impressions haye pre- 
vailed to some extent in relation to our course, we 
ask the liberty of your columns to make a state- 
ment of facts to the Inhabitants of Quincy, in ref- 
erence to the whole transaction. 
| In the first place. the Committee invited propo- 
sals for furnishing materials, ete, for the contem- 
plated building, by an advertisement which ran

two o’clock in the afternoon, for furnishing and de- 
livering on the spot, all the materials for building a 
Stone Town House, fifty by eighty feet, and thirty- 
five feet four inches in height—the front end and 
two sides to be fine dressed blue Quincy Granite 
| of uniform color—the back end to be of rough ash- 
|ler, and the whole to be laid in cement, together 
|with about one hundred and eighty perches of 
| Stone for the Cellar. 
Proposals will be received for furnishing the 
Stone for the cellar, for the front, for either side, 
|and for the back end, separate, or the whole to- 
rether. 

The whole of the mason work, including the 
| cellar, must be one contract. For furnishing the 
lumber, etc, and the carpenters’s work, separate 
| proposals must be made.

GentiremeN—I am directed to inform you of our 
acceptance of your proposal, to find and provide all 
the Granite to complete a Town House and Cellar 
agreeable tothe Plans and Specifications present- 
ed; all of which isto be delivered from time to 
time, as the Stone Mason may want, to carry up 
the building to its completion, on or before the first 
day of September next. And shall be ready to en- 
ter into the Contracton Thursday neat, at five 
o’clock.

At the time specified inthe above letter, we 
found that a Coutract had been written, and was 
ready for our signatures. We took it, by consent 
of the Committee, for the purpose of examination, 
ngreeing to return it the next afternoon, which we 
did accordingly. 

After a careful examination of its provisions, and 
taking advice from a legal gentleman of high re- 
spectability, we were satisfied that it was such an 
instrument that we could not, with any degree of 
safety, sign it—one clause of it being so worded, 
that in case of our fuiling to comply with any, even 
the most trival of ite provisions, we should bave 
been held liable to pay the full sum of ten thousand 
dollars—that being the amount of the penalty im- 
posed, as ‘liq uidated damages, in case of any fail- 
ure on Our part. 

Another objection we had to the Contract pre- 
sented by the Committee was, that it contained a 
provision at varience with the terms of our Propo- 
sul which had already been accepted by the Com- 
mittee. The Contract took the front of Brazer’s 
Building, in State Street, Boston, as a sample for 
both the sides and the front of the Town House. 
whereas our accepted Proposal expressly stated 
that the front of Brazer’s Building should be the 
sample for the front of the Town House, and 
Morton Block the sample for the sides, 

There were other points of minor importance in 
the details of the Contract offered by the Commit 
tee which we considered objectionable. We. 
therefore, presented the whole subject before a dis= 
tinguished legal gentleman, who drew up a Con- 
tract in conformity to ouraccepted Proposal. This 
was presented to the Committee by one of our 
number, and by a vote of the tuajority of said Com- 
mittee Was rejected. 

We were then invited to meet the Committee at 
the room where they were in session, and were re- 
quested to state the objections we had to signing 
the Contract which they had prepared. 

The objections urged by us—to some of which 
we have already alluded—were such as these: 

The Contract required us to finish the delivery 
ofthe stone by the first of September, which we 
considered hardly a reasonable length of time in an 
undertaking of such magnitude ; and we wished 
to be allowed until the first of October. 

But what was urged as more objectionable in the 
Contract drawn up by them, was, that it did not 
confortn to the terms of our Proposal which they 
had already atcepted. We had proposed Morton 

slock asa sample for the sides of the building, and 
they had substituted Brager’s Building. 

Another objection which weighed more than all 
others in our estimation, as we stated, was the pen- 
alty which their mstrument imposed, of ten thou= 
sand dollars in liquidation of any failure, however 
trifling, in our fulfilment of the Contract. This 
we deemed a most extraordinary provision, and 
contrary to all usage in transections of this nature. 

These were the objections named by us before 
the Committee ; but the Contract presented by us, 
ditfered trom theirs also in regard to the terms of 
payment. By the terms of their Contract we were 
to be paid three thousand dollars, when the stone- 
work should be ready tor the second floor, and the 
remainder when the work should be completed 
aud accepted by the inhabitants of the Town. 

After hearing our objections, the chairman in- 
quired of us whether we would yield to their wish- 
es in regard to the time specified for completing the 
work, if they would alter their Contract on other 
points; and to this inquiry we answered, that we 
probably might. At his suggestion we then with- 
drew for a few minutes, that the Committee might 
consult upon the subject. Having retired to anoth- 
er room, we agreed to shorten the time to meet the 
views of the Committee ; but directly the Secretary 
of the Committee entered, saying that the Commit- 
tee had instructed bim to inform us that they should 
not alter their Contract, and had no further com- 
munications to make. We subsequently wrote to 
the Committee the following letter—

GenTLEMEN—We insist upon our right to the 
Contract for furnishing the Stone for the Town

THE TOWN HOUSE QUESTION. 


To the Editor of the Quincy Patrict : 

Sin—Through the columns of your very inter- 
esting and usetul paper. the writer wishesto make 

oa few observations on the subject of the contempla- 
ted Town House. 

It will be recollected that in the month of Febru- 
ary last, te Town voted to build a ‘Town House of 
wood, on the old lot—chose a Committee to pre- 
pare plans and procure estimates, and report at the 
regular March mecting. The Committee attended 
to that duty and reported, but, instead of the 
Toww’s accepting that report, and going on to 
build the Town House, an addition was made to 
the Committee with instructions to report what it 
would cost to build a Town House on the old lot 
‘orany other site the Town amght select. This 
Committee reported, at the April -meeting, that the 
Faxon and Willett Lots might be obtained for cer- 
tain sums, which,atter appraising two lots on Canal 
Street as worth five bLundred dollars, would cost 
she Town thirteen hundred dollars. The Town 
then voted to throw the old Town House lot into 
the Burying Ground, and instructed the Committee 
on ornamenting the same, to continue the wall sim- 
ilarto that partalready built. ‘The town next re-| 
fused to build onthe Hancock Lot, butagreed by a 
hand vote to build on the Faxon ShopLot, and au- 
thorized the Treasurer to purchase sand Land, pro-

pose the falsehood. They unwittingly gave to 
Free Masons the honorof raising the Monu- 
ment; but they should, as there was time and 
opportunity during the progress of the work, 
and long before the corner stone was enclosed, 
have corrected the falsehood. But the Direc- 
tors were now willing to remain under the im- 
putation of being cajoled by Masons, than to 


be atthe trouble of doing equal justice to Mr. 
Willard. 


The Hon. Daniel Webster and George Tick 
nor, Esq., were of the committee, to whose 
special imspection the monumental plans and 
Grawings were submitted by Mr. Willard.— 
They knew to whose talents and ingenuity the 
country is indebted for the splendid structure 
of which allare proud; yet when Mr. Web- 
ster delivered his Bunker Hill address and 
made allusions to the architect, he did not men- 
tion the name of Willard. That there should 
be such reluctance to render honor to whom 
honor is due, when Masonry interposes its veto, 
is rather puradoxical. To suspect the motives 
of honoravle men, or to charge them with con» 
nivance in supplanting @ retiring, unassuming, 
modest, but meritorious mechanic of his just 
reward, is not intended, but that such has been 
the effect in thiscase, is undeniable. Mr. Wil- 
lard, no doubt, has been more regardless of as» 
serting his claims than most men would have 
been, but this does not transfer his honorable 
claim to another, nor justify the public in with 
holding from him bis due reward. 

To remove the lying plate and substitute a 
true one, would now cost something over twen- 
ty dollars but not thirty. By taking out one 
stone which covers the cavity that contains the 
box in which are the deposits, the plate may 
be come at; and this stone to be removed is a 
surface stone in the Monament near the 
ground. But would it not injure the structure ? 
About as much as to take a single brick ou: of 
the wall of a house, and replace it with another. 

By the acts and doings, or negligence of the 
Directors, falsehood has obtained currency, and 
they oughtto arrest its perpetuity. If i did 
no other good, they would show to the world 
their indignity at the imposition played off up- 
on them by the sagacious trickery of the old 
handmaid. She plumes herself very much up» 
on her Machiavelian dexterity in this instance 
of circum vention—and it goes far toshow het 
insatiable sympathy with falsehood in her de- 
cline of life-—-unconscious of the ignominy that 
isentailed upon her memory ; the young brood, 
under a new name or designation, are vainly 
striving to resuscitate the order, but too much 
is known of their origin to admit of success— 
and the youthful eccentricities of those who 
join, are too volatile to resist long the pressure 
of public disapprobation. 

The two other cases of ‘ laxity of principle’ 
which you mention in laying corner stones, of 
the Dedham Court House, and of a building at 
the South, go far to show that there is little 
truth in plates deposited by Free Masons. 

These remarks were seasonably prepared to 
be communicated for your paper, under an ex 
pectation that I could have immediately put my 
hand on positive evidence in another case, not
